Helen Loehr Burns 


Helen Burns resided in Amherst for 37 years, was a past president of the Amherst 
Women's Association, and served with the Daughters of the American Revolution. As a 
mother of ten children, she still found time to volunteer with Historical Society of 
Amherst, and, in 1970, as a member of the Amherst Women's Republican Club, she 
helped to create the first Amherst July 4th Celebration and Parade. In 2001, she was 
honored as Amherst's Citizen of the Year, for her commitment to NH history and to her 
community, and she has a July 4th Float Trophy named after her as well. 


Her most famous gift to Amherst was her creation of Halloween night, as we know it 
today. Instead of just quickly handing candy out at the door, Helen invited young visitors 
inside her home, into the walk-in granite vault to grab their treats! From there she added 
new features annually and turned her home into a genuine Haunted House to share with 
the town. Year after year, for more than 35 years, her efforts became legendary and 
hundreds came to see the Burns' Family decorations. Other Village residents were 
inspired, and began to emulate Helen's efforts. Today Amherst's Halloween is the most 
spectacular around, boasting a whole village of festively decorated Halloween homes. 

It all began with Helen and her effort to bring holiday fun into the community.

The State of New Hampshire 
March 13, 2007 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Amherst in the County of Hillsborough and State of 
New Hampshire, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the Annual Meeting of the Town of Amherst will be held, in 
accordance with “Senate Bill 2” (NHRSA 40:13). The first session, to transact all 
business other than voting, is on Monday, February 5, 2007 at 7:00 PM at the Souhegan 
High School Auditorium. The second session, voting by official ballot at the polls is on 
Tuesday, March 13, 2007 at the Souhegan High School from 6:00 AM to 8:00 PM. 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing terms as follows: 
2 Selectmen for 3 Years 

3 Library Trustees for 3 Years 

1 Zoning Board of Adjustment Member for 3 Years 

1 Trustee of the Trust Funds for 3 Years 

1 Cemetery Trustee for 3 Years 


Article 2: Baboosic Lake Community Septic Bond 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Six Hundred Fifty 
Thousand and 00/100 ($650,000) Dollars (Gross Budget) to construct Phase III of the 
Baboosic Lake Community Septic System, and to authorize said funds to be raised 
through the issuance of bonds, bond anticipation notes or serial notes therefore in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize 
the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes in their judgment, and to further 
authorize the Selectmen to contract for and expend any State aid that may be available for 
this project and to further authorize interest earned on this bond to be utilized to pay costs 
associated with this project. It is contemplated that the amount to be raised by bonds or 
notes will be offset by available public or private grants, and other sources of donations 
including, but not limited to, the following: 

-A grant in the anticipated amount of $250,000 from the New Hampshire 

Department of Environmental Services Watershed Restoration Program; 

-A grant in the anticipated amount of $200,000 from the State of New Hampshire 

Department State Aid Grant Program; 

-Any additional available grants or donations of which the Board may become 

aware and in its discretion determine to accept; 
and the Board of Selectmen is authorized to accept such monies on behalf of the Town. 
No dollars will be raised through taxation and any cost associated with this project will 
be assessed in accordance with RSA 149:1-7. This is a Special Article in accordance with 
RSA 32. 3/5 Ballot Vote Required. 
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(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously supports this Article.) 
This article has no tax impact. 


Article 3: Operating Budget 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted 
separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by 
vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth herein, totaling $8,993,309. Should this 
article be defeated the operating budget shall be $8,843,571 which is the same as last 
year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town or by law, the 
governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and 
XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. This article does not include 
any other appropriation. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously supports.) 

This article has a tax impact of $.24. 


Article 4: Transfer Station Renovation 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred sixty eight 
thousand dollars ($168,000) for the reconstruction of the Amherst Transfer Station to 
combine recycling and trash collection areas and construct a new exit onto Route 101. 
This will be a non-lapsing appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the 
project is completed or by June 30, 2009, whichever is sooner. This is a Special Warrant 
Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee does not support this Article by a vote of 3 to 6.) 

This article has a tax impact of $.09. 


Article 5: Town Road Repairs — LUCT Funding 

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of four hundred thousand 
dollars ($400,000) for the purpose of reconstructing and repairing certain town roads 
selected by the Director of the Department of Public Works to the minimum standard 
identified and defined in the 2006 Amherst Road Surface Management Plan, and further 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen pursuant to RSA 79-A:25-a, (II), to withdraw said 
funds from the Land Use Change Tax Fund, or take any action relative thereto. This is a 
non-lapsing Special Warrant Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 5 to 4.) 

This article has no tax impact. 
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Article 6: DPW Replacement Trucks 

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred fifty two 
thousand four hundred ninety two dollars ($252,492) for the purpose of purchasing two 
replacement two axle, six wheeled dump trucks for the Department of Public Works and 
authorize the withdrawal from Highway Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund established for 
that purpose. This is a non-lapsing Special Warrant Article in accordance with RSA 32. 
(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 6 to 3.) 

This article has no tax impact. 


Article 7: DPW Loader Replacement 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter into a five (5) 
year municipal lease agreement for the sum of one hundred ten thousand dollars 
($110,000) for the purpose of acquiring a fully equipped front end loader replacement for 
the Department of Public Works and to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty five 
thousand four hundred dollars ($25,400) for the first year’s payment for that purpose or 
take any action relative thereto. The lease agreement contains a clause (escape clause) 
which will allow the Town to invalidate the lease if the town meeting fails to approve this 
annual rental in subsequent years. This is a non-lapsing Special Warrant Article in 
accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously does not support this Article.) 

This article has a tax impact of $.01. 


Article 8: Replacement Generator — Emergency Operations Center 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of forty two thousand 
dollars ($42,000) for the purpose of replacing a generator manufactured in 1986 with a 
new 80KW generator at the Town of Amherst Communications and Emergency 
Operations Center. This is a non-lapsing Special Warrant Article in accordance with RSA 
32) 

(The Board of Selectmen recommends (4-1) a yes vote. The Ways and Means Committee 
does not support this Article.) 

This article has a tax impact of $.02. 


Article 9: Fire Department Command Vehicle 

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty seven thousand 
dollars ($27,000) for the purpose of purchasing and outfitting a four wheel drive 
Command Vehicle to replace the current 1996 four wheel drive vehicle for the Fire 
Department or take any action relative thereto. This is a non-lapsing Special Warrant 
Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee does not support this Article by a vote of 0 to 8 with 1 abstention.) 

This article has a tax impact of $.01. 
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_ Article 10: Recreation Fields Acquisition and Construction Capital Reserve Fund 
To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1, which shall be known as the Recreational Fields Acquisition and Construction 
Capital Reserve Fund, for the purpose of paying the costs of locating and acquiring 
property, including costs of due diligence investigation of the same, legal costs associated 
with purchasing property, etc., which property shall be utilized by the Town for 
recreational playing fields, and, additionally, for the purpose of paying the costs of 
constructing and establishing playing fields on such acquired property or other property, 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of up to Two Hundred Fifty Thousand ($250,000) 
Dollars, to be placed into this fund, said sum to raised from the unexpended fund balance, 
(surplus), to the extent that funds are available in said fund balance, and no amount to be 
raised from taxation, and to further appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend 
from this Fund in accordance with RSA 35:15 II or take any action relative thereto. This 
is a Special Warrant Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously supports this Article.) This article has no impact on the tax rate. 


Article 11: Peabody Mill Environmental Center Building Phase III LUCT 
Funding 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred twenty five 
thousand dollars ($225,000) for the purpose of completing construction of the Peabody 
Mill Environmental Center facility located on Brook Road, and further to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen, pursuant to RSA 79-A:25-a, (II), to withdraw said funds from the 
Land Use Change Tax Fund. This is a non-lapsing Special Warrant Article in accordance 
with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 8 to 1.) 

This article has no tax impact. 


Article 12: Town Computer System Capital Reserve Fund 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1, which shall be known as the Computer System Capital Reserve Fund, for the 
purpose of purchasing major computer system components, critical software updates, 
and/or emergency computer repairs for all Town Departments, and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500) to be placed into this 
fund, and to further appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend from this Fund in 
accordance with RSA 35:15 II or take any action relative thereto. This is a Special 
Warrant Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously supports this Article.) | 

This article has a tax impact of less than $.01 
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Article 13: Public Access Television Equipment Capital Reserve Fund 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1, which shall be known as the Public Access Television Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund, for the purpose of purchasing equipment necessary to enhance the 
capabilities of the local access television network (Amherst Community Access 
Television), and to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty five thousand dollars 
($25,000) to be placed into this fund, and to further appoint the Board of Selectmen as 
agents to expend from this Fund in accordance with RSA 35:15 II or take any action 
relative thereto. This is a Special Warrant Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously supports this Article.) 

This article has a tax impact of $.01. 


Article 14: Recreation Bean Field LUCT Funding 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $250,000 for the purpose 
of constructing athletic playing fields on property of the Amherst School District, (Map 
2, Lots 141-1, 142, 144, 145), commonly known as the ‘Bean Property’, located on 
Boston Post Road, in return for an agreement to allow the Town to use said fields on 
terms and conditions acceptable to the Board of Selectmen and, further, to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen, pursuant to RSA 79-A:25-a, (II), to withdraw said funds from the 
Land Use Change Tax Fund. This is a non-lapsing Special Warrant Article in accordance 
with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen recommends (4-1) a yes vote. The Ways and Means Committee 
unanimously supports this Article.) 

This article has no tax impact. 


Article 15: Veteran’s Tax Credit 

To see if the Town shall vote to expand the Veteran’s Tax Credit from three hundred 
dollars ($300) per year to five hundred dollars ($500) per year in accordance with RSA 
T2R2S: 

(The Board of Selectmen recommends (4-0-1) a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee does not support this Article by a vote of 2 to 7.) 

This article has a tax impact of $.05. 


Article 16: Disabled Exemption 

To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Exemption for the Disabled pursuant to RSA 
72:37-b whereby any person who is eligible under Title IJ or Title XVI of the federal 
Social Security Act for benefits to the disabled shall receive a yearly exemption in the 
amount of $75,000 off the assessed value of their property. To qualify, the person must 
have been a New Hampshire resident for at least five (5) years, own the real estate 
individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by such person’s spouse, they must 
have been married for at least (5) years. In addition, the owner must have a net income of

not more than $36,750 or, if married, a combined net income of less than $52,000 and 
own net assets not in excess of $150,000 excluding the value of the person’s residence. 
(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously supports this Article.) 

This article has a tax impact of less than §.01. 


Article 17; Town 250" Anniversary Celebration Capital Reserve Fund 

To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1, which shall be known as 250" Anniversary Capital Reserve Fund, for the 
purpose of funding the Town’s 250" Anniversary Celebration in 2010, and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be placed into this fund, and to 
further appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend from this Fund in accordance 
with RSA 35:15 II or take any action relative thereto. This is a Special Warrant Article in 
accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee unanimously supports this Article.) 

This article has a tax impact of less than §$.01. 


Article 18: Authority to Lease 

To see if the Town will vote, pursuant to the authority of RSA 41:11, to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to grant a lease or license, on such terms and conditions as they deem 
fit, and for such length of time as they deem appropriate, such portion of town owned 
property at the Amherst Public Safety Center, (said property more specifically known as 
Tax Map 6, Lot 94), as said Board of Selectmen deem necessary for the limited purpose 
of construction of a telecommunications tower, which will also provide antenna space for 
Amherst Emergency Services and further provide enhanced and more reliable 
communication to the aforementioned services, or take any other action thereto. This is a 
special warrant article and is intended to be non-lapsing.

The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the New Hampshire 
Congressional Delegation, to the President of the United States, and to declared 
candidates for those offices. 


Article 25: Discontinuation of a Portion of North Street (By Petition) 

We the undersigned citizens of Amherst request the discontinuation of a portion of the 
Class VI section of North Street starting at Lyndeborough Road and continuing south for 
2510 feet (+/-). 


Article 26: Resolution (By Petition) 
To see if the Town will vote to approve the following resolution to be forwarded to our 
elected officials at the local and state levels: 


Resolved: We the citizens of Amherst, NH believe in a New Hampshire that is just and 
fair. The property tax has become unjust and unfair. “The Pledge” perpetuates a 
burdensome property tax. We urge our elected officials to reject “The Pledge,” have an 
open discussion covering all options, and to adopt a revenue system that relieves the local 
property tax burden.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Board of Selectmen is pleased to report that our town government has made steady 
progress in several areas as we continue to strive to provide the best, most efficient 
quality service to our community. This progress is a direct result of the dedicated, hard 
working employees and volunteer board and committee members who give so much of 
themselves. Their commitment to the Town of Amherst is just one of the many facets 
which set our community apart from many others. 


There were changes in 2006 within the team that guarantees our local government 
operates smoothly. After 18 years of dedicated service to the community, Selectwoman 
Marilyn Peterman chose to retire from the Board, and Reed Panasiti was elected to 
replace her. Police Chief Gary MacGuire, who also served as acting Town Administrator 
beginning in January, retired from the police department after thirty years of service. The 
Board was pleased to appoint Gary permanently to the position of Town Administrator 
upon his retirement. The Town was fortunate to have a very capable, experienced 
administrator within the police department and Peter Lyon was named Police Chief. 

Peter has served the town for twenty six years, and had been the second in command 
within the police department. 


As many of you are well aware, a very dedicated group of volunteers has been working 
long hours to bring your local government right to your living room by televising 
government meetings on the local cable television channel. During the year the 
Communications Infrastructure Committee has televised Board of Selectmen, Planning 
Board, and Zoning Board of Adjustment meetings. They have also worked to produce 
segments on other aspects of local government. As the new year begins, they have begun 
broadcasting school board meetings as well. Their efforts have made the workings of 
your government more accessible to a large segment of the town’s citizens. If you have 
any interest in being part of this exciting development, please contact the committee. 


Another group of industrious volunteers, the Recycling and Waste Reduction Task Force, 
along with Director of Public Works Bruce Berry has worked hard all year after a plan to 
improve our transfer station failed at the polls by seven votes last year. Their efforts have 
produced a modified plan, at less than half the cost, that still accomplishes many of the 
goals of the original plan. The proposal corrects the woefully inadequate traffic pattern 
currently in existence, while also creating a venue that will enhance the ease with which 
our citizens can recycle their waste. Not only does it create a more customer friendly 
environment, but the projected increase in recycling will actually pay for this project in a 
relatively short period. This group listened to the voters last year, and has developed a 
cost effective plan that we feel merits your support at the polls. 


The volunteers comprising the Peabody Mill Environmental Center advisory committee, 
along with the part time co-directors of the center have also been very busy this year. 
Much of their work has focused on fund raising efforts to assist in the completion of the 
Center’s building on Brook Road. Their diligence paid off this year in enabling this 
project to take a giant step forward with the completion of the shell of the building. 
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Finally, the completion of this new asset of the Town is within grasp. The Board, 
recognizing that completion of this jewel will also provide an added revenue stream in 
new program fees to sustain this department, supports utilizing town funds to finish this 
project. We invite you to go view the building as it stands today, so that you may better 
appreciate what has already been accomplished, as well as what the future will bring. 


The Planning Board has begun the process of creating a new town master plan. They 
have selected an energetic vendor who will help coordinate this large undertaking. The 
development of subcommittees to help guide the process of creating a living document 
that will be a valuable tool to the future of the town is ongoing. During the early part of 
2007, the actual work that will develop the master plan will begin. The success of this 
process depends heavily on the involvement of the whole community. Please plan to 
participate at whatever level you can, and be a part in determining what the future of 
Amherst will be. 


Through the efforts of the staff in the Town Clerk’s office, it is now possible to register 

many other types of vehicles that previously could only have been done at a state motor 

vehicle substation. Not only is that more convenient for our residents, but it also creates 
an additional revenue source for the Town. This is another good example of a win/win 

improvement in the way we conduct our government operations. 


As a Board, we frequently hear our citizens bemoan the condition of our town maintained 
roads. We, as many Boards before us, recognize that our current situation did not 
develop overnight, and will not be solved overnight as well. Many years of trying to 
delay and postpone inevitable repairs in an attempt to maintain lower taxes for our 
citizens have caught up to us. The Board, after receiving a detailed Road Surface 
Management Plan from DPW Director Berry, has endorsed a plan to begin repairing our 
most needy roads with additional monies in the 2008 budget. This comprehensive plan 
will begin a solid program to return our roads to proper condition, as well as maintain 
them properly going forward. We feel it is in the best interest of the town to begin this 
program as soon as possible. 


The Board, with the yeoman efforts of all the Department Heads, has produced a budget 
this year that will meet the needs of the Town, and is below the rise in the regional 
Consumer Price Index. As the town continues to experience growth, the challenge to 
provide the existing level of service without negatively impacting the taxpayer is a 
constant challenge that future boards will continue to address. We invite you to provide 
us feedback throughout the year, as that is the best way for us to make sure that we are on 
track to meet your expectations. We also ask that you become involved in your town 
government to whatever degree you can. Amherst is able to provide the services we do at 
the lowest cost we can due in large part to our committed volunteers who work so hard to 
supplement our employees. Government in Amherst is truly a team effort of elected and 
appointed officials, numerous volunteers, and a superb staff of employees. Your support, 
on behalf of all of these people, is truly appreciated. 
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The Board of Selectmen would like to express our sincere appreciation to all our town 
employees and volunteers who make Amherst what it is today. We would also like to 
thank our Town Administrator Gary MacGuire who has done an outstanding job 
transitioning into his new position.

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WAYS & MEANS REPORT 


The Ways & Means Committee would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, Gary 
MacGuire, the Department Heads, and town employees for their assistance, insight, and 
patience supporting our efforts through this process. 


The Ways & Means Committee has discussed the use of LUCT Funds extensively. We 
have our comments below regarding each of the warrants currently written to use these 
funds. The Ways & Means Committee does feel, however, that there is an associated tax 
impact regarding the LUCT funds. One option for the use of the LUCT funds is to return 
it to the taxpayers of Amherst to reduce their taxes as other towns have done. The other 
tax implication is that tax payers that do not have land in current use have been paying a 
higher tax rate to make up for the taxes not collected by the owners of this land. 


** Clarification: Those of you that attended the deliberative session on Monday, 
February 5 at Souhegan High School will have a handout with our votes totally nine 
instead of seven. We wanted to acknowledge the work performed by our two alternates 
as the work load was shared equally with them. For final voting purposes, the standing 
members comprised of seven, are the votes you see below. ** 


Warrant Article Review 


1. Town Officers — no vote 
2. Baboosic Lake — 7-0 
a. Weare unanimously in favor of this warrant article. 


3. Operating Budget — 7-0 
i. We support this warrant article as re-written at the Deliberative 
Session on 2/5/07. 


4. Transfer Station Renovation — 2-5 
a. For 
i. The committee supports the efforts of the Solid Waste Committee 
and agrees that the modifications need to be done and would help 
to increase revenue with regard to recycling. 
ii. The report of improvements from the Solid Waste Committee is 
impressive. 
b. Against 
i. The estimated cost for the work to be done with internal resources 
does not include all associated costs and is not a fair comparison to 
the costs associated with an outside contractor. 
li. Having internal resources perform the work will take a span of 2-3 
years, whereas outside contractors can have the same project 
completed within a few weeks. This will create a faster Return on 
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Investment (ROI) which cannot be realized until the project is 
100% complete. 

iii. There is concern that other projects such as road repairs will suffer 
by having this project done with internal resources. 


5. Town Road Repairs — LUCT Funding — 7-0 
i. We support this warrant article as re-written at the Deliberative 
Session on 2/5/07. 


6. DPW Replacement Trucks — 4-3 


a. For 
i. There is already money in the capital reserve fund for the truck 
replacements. 
ii. The age of the trucks being 14 and 16 years. 
b. Against 


i. These trucks are diesels and currently have 82,000 and 92,000 
miles on them. Although they were built in 1990 and 1992, their 
design life is +150,000. 


7. DPW Loader Replacement — 0-7 
a. Against 
i. After researching the issue, we see no workload justification for 
the Town of Amherst to own two bucket loaders. 


8. Replacement Generator — Emergency Operations Center — 0-7 
a. Against 
i. The generator was built in 1986. It is a Caterpillar propane engine 
with a grand total of 431 hours recorded. Our research indicated 
that there was a solid maintenance history. 

ii. There is also a question on the "quality" of the electricity 
produced. Ways and Means has repeatedly asked for the report 
that describes this problem. As of this writing, we have still not 
seen it. 

iii. It has been stated that propane engines have a shorter life span than 
diesel. The City of Portland, Oregon; State of Oklahoma; US 
Department of Energy; and the US Parks Department all report that 
propane engines burn cleaner, produce less carbon and last two to 
three times longer than diesel or gas in the same application. 

iv. Until such time as there is actual evidence of a problem with this 
generator, Ways and Means would keep it in service, as is. 


9. Fire Department Command Vehicle — 0-7 
a. Against 
i. We agree with Chief DeSilva that the true definition of this vehicle 
is a Chief’s car or administrative car. It is not a true command 
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vehicle and is not in the critical path of an emergency. 
10. Recreation Fields Acquisition and Construction Capital Reserve Fund — 7-0 


11. Peabody Mill Environmental Center Building Phase II] LUCT Funding — 6-1 
a. For 
i. The majority feel that this is a good use of the Land Use Change 
Tax Fund. With the completion of the Environmental Center, we 
are convinced that Peabody Mil] will become self-sustaining. 
Certainly, PMEC will become an educational and environmental 
asset not only for Amherst, but for the surrounding area. 
ii. We feel that the ability to finish this project with no direct tax 
impact makes it an exceptionally good value for Amherst. 
b. Against 
i. There isn’t strong enough evidence that the PMEC will become 
self-funding anytime in the near future as a result of this article 
passing. 


12. Town Computer System Capital Reserve Fund — 7-0 
a. We are unanimously in support of this warrant. 


13. Public Access Television Equipment Capital Reserve Fund — 7-0 
a. We are unanimously in support of this warrant.

a. We recognize the need for more fields and are unanimously in support of 
this warrant article. 


15. Veteran’s Tax Credit — 1-6 
a. For 
i. It’s the least we can do to recognize the sacrifice for our country 
and the world. 
b. Against 
i. The committee as whole agrees that our veterans are valuable and 
have made tremendous sacrifices for our country. Last year we 
were in support of an incremental increase and we feel the same 
this year. 


16. Disabled Exemption — 7-0 
a. Weare unanimously in favor of this warrant article. 


17. Town 250" Anniversary Celebration Capital Reserve Fund — 7-0 
a. We are unanimously in favor of this warrant article. 


18. Authority to Lease — 7-0 
a. We are unanimously in favor of this warrant article. 
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19. Discontinue Jones Road section — 0-7 
a. Against 
i. The committee feels that there will be a tax impact to perform this 
work and we are unanimously against it at this time. 


20. Discontinue Thornton Ferry Road II section — 4-3 
a. For 
i. The committee agrees that this section of road is a safety issue. 
b. Against 
i. The way the warrant article is written, the solution is provided 
without flexibility and there may be less expensive alternatives. 


21. Child Advocacy Center Funding Request — 7-0 
a. Weare unanimously in favor of this warrant article. 


22. New Hampshire Association for the Blind Funding Request — 7-0 
a. We are unanimously in favor of this warrant article. 


23. Reconstruction of Main Street at Town Hall Capital Reserve Fund — 7-0 
a. Weare unanimously in favor of this warrant article. 


24. NH Climate Change Resolution (By Petition) — no vote 
25. Discontinuation of a Portion of North Street (By Petition) — no vote 


26. Resolution (By Petition) — 1-3 with 2 abstentions 
a. For 
i. Itis completely appropriate to demand our representatives to be 
thoughtful and considerate when governing. To expect any official 
to "Pledge" not to consider possible solutions seems foolish. Let 
important decisions of governance be decided rationally, with all 
possibilities open to consideration and discussion. Our needs 
continue to mount; let's not let our thinking stagnate while our 
current ways get twisted and stretched beyond their reasonable 
limits in an effort to maintain an arbitrary Pledge. 
b. Against 
i. It is important for the taxpayers to understand that a “yes” vote will 
give our legislators the flexibility to institute a sales tax and/or a 
state income tax. In other situations where promises have been 
made to reduce property taxes by instituting other taxes, the trend 
has proven that property taxes eventually rise to the point where 
they were and now there are higher taxes across the board. This 
will have a tax impact that is undefined and far reaching.

AMHERST POLICE DEPARTMENT 
2006 TOWN REPORT 


The year 2006 was a year of transition for the Amherst Police Department. Chief Gary 

D. MacGuire retired from the department after thirty years of dedicated service, fifteen of 
which were as Chief of Police. In his place, the selectmen appointed me as the new Chief 
of Police, effective May 1, 2006. Chief MacGuire had a profound influence on the 
Amherst Police Department, beginning even before he was Chief. His ideas, initiatives 
and programs will be a part of the Amherst Police Department for many years to come. 


In addition to Chief MacGuire’s retirement, another officer resigned to return to his 
native state of Massachusetts to take a job with the Massachusetts State Police, thereby 
leaving two vacancies. After much recruiting, testing and interviewing, we have been 
successful at filling one of these two vacancies, and we are currently in the midst of a 
new recruitment effort to fill the last. 


Our newest officer, Officer Ryan Piotrowski, began employment in July. He has just 
recently completed his academy and field training, and will be a fine addition to the 
department. Additionally, in an ongoing effort to return to our established command 
structure, Officer Anthony Ciampoli was promoted to Sergeant in December. Officer 
Ciampoli has worked with the police department for approximately four years and in that 
time has earned the respect of citizens and fellow workers. I believe he will transition 
nicely into the supervisory position. 


Recognizing that our job is to protect the citizens of Amherst, the police department has 
always ascribed to the philosophy of prevention through proactive efforts. In over a 
quarter million miles of patrol thru the year, we continued to have a strong presence, 
stopping over 14,000 cars, an increase of approximately 8% over the previous year. In 
addition, the number of accidents dropped about 10% from the previous year, while 
arrests remained level at 723. Historically, our statistics have indicated that many crimes 
and serious accidents can be prevented by creating an impression and reputation of 
aggressive patrol and enforcement. The possibility that there might be an officer up 
ahead has a profound impact on driving behavior and on a potential criminal’s decision 
whether to break into an Amherst house or to move on to safer territory outside Amherst. 


It is important to realize that our philosophy of prevention becomes more and more 
difficult to keep up with as the town’s population and commercial growth continue to 
increase year after year. As we have all witnessed, the Route 101-A corridor is exploding 
with continued growth, causing the police department to be more reactive than proactive, 
and creating an increase in total man hours to this area. Although I have not proposed 
any personnel additions to the department this year, it will certainly have to be addressed 
in the future. 


Our special programs, such as the bicycle patrol, motorcycle patrol, and school resource 
officers, continue to be popular and helpful in addressing the community’s needs and 
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concerns regarding traffic and school safety issues. We will continue to use these 
resources throughout the coming years, in addition to trying new and innovative ideas to 
help alleviate the concerns of the community. 


Finally, many people have asked about changes planned for the police department under 
the new leadership. Repeatedly, I have candidly answered that there are no plans for 
significant change within the department. However, it has occurred to me that I have 
never explained why there would be no significant change. The Amherst Police 
Department became a full time police agency in 1970 and in the intervening 36 years 
there have been only three chiefs. From those early years to now, the Amherst Police 
Department has always had a reputation within the State of professionalism and 
excellence, which is the result of their leadership, as well as the hard work of many 
officers under their reign. Consequently, there is little need for change within this 
agency. Rather, changes will simply be in personal style and wherever society dictates in 
order to adapt to an ever changing world. 


As in the past, our goal will be to continue the legacy of providing the highest quality 
policing available at the lowest possible cost to the town we all call home. Given the 
excellence our staff brings to their jobs every day, and the continued support of the 
community, I look forward to meeting this goal. 


To the police employees, town employees, department heads, community leaders and 
many, many residents, I would like to offer my sincere thanks for your kind words and 
continued support during this period of transition.

AMHERST PUBLIC SAFETY COMMUNICATIONS CENTER 


The Amherst Public Safety Communications Center’s mission is to provide the highest 
quality, cost effective Emergency Dispatch Services for the Public Safety Agencies 
protecting the residents of Amherst. In addition to emergency dispatching, the 
department serves the general public 24/7 with matters of customer service. The Amherst 
Public Safety Communications Center maintains a variety of in-house records 
management and system status management data for each of the Public Safety Agencies. 


Over the last two years the town has realized the cost effective benefits of having its own 
Communications Team. We continue to receive positive feedback from the citizens of 
Amherst in addition to our Police, Fire, EMS and DPW public safety agencies. 


EMS Director Brian Gleason serves as a department head liaison to the Communications 
Center which is overseen daily by Communication Supervisor Shawn Brewer. Our 
center is located in Police Headquarters and is comprised of two multi-station “Computer 
Assisted Dispatch” consoles, a video surveillance station, state & county 
communications, fax/copier machine and kitchenette. 


The Amherst Public Safety Communications Center cares for our community 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. Each Amherst PSCC specialist makes a major commitment to 
our community and is ready to respond to any emergency. Amherst PSCC specialists 
undergo regular training in all aspects of emergency dispatch communications and are 
required to complete continuing education courses in order to meet state and national 
Emergency Medical Dispatching licensing requirements. During 2006, the Amherst 
Public Safety Communications Center handled over 60,000 calls for service.

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REPORT FROM THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Highway 


After finishing a relatively average winter, any savings we might have experienced was absorbed 
by the 2006 “Mother’s Day” flooding. Stearns Road, Boston Post Road, Horace Greeley Road, 
Broadway, Brook Road, Baboosic Lake Road, Dodge Road, Lynch Farm Road, Thornton Ferry 
Road II, and Austin Road experienced damage from heavy rains. 


Additionally, Schoolhouse Road, Spring 
Road, Merrimack Road, Upham Road, 
Highland Drive, Walnut Hill Road, and 
Aglipay Drive experienced heaver damage 
and all qualified for seventy-five percent 
F.E.M.A. funding reimbursement for 
repairs. 


Permanent repairs to chronic flooding areas 
such as Boston Post Road between Thornton 
Ferry Road II and Simeon Wilson Road or 
Stearns Road, may be possible in the future. 
The Nashua Regional Planning 
Commission, Amherst Town Administrator 
and Department Heads completed the 
required Hazardous Mitigation Plan. Once 
adopted by the town, we will meet the 
FEMA requirements, and may qualify for 
specific project funding. 


Above, shows damage done to Spring Road 
which was under repairs for close to ten 
days. 


Early in the summer, the Board of Selectmen approved a thirty day test rental of a four foot 
asphalt reclaimer. Visualize, a giant rototiller powered by its own John Deere motor being 
pushed down the road using the power of our highway loader grinding up asphalt tar as it goes. 


Dodge Road, Mack Hill Road, Blueberry 
Hill Road, Thornton Ferry Road II, and the 
intersection of Thornton Ferry Road II and 
Mayhew Lane, all had some grinding done 
prior to paving. 


Shown to the right, is the crew reclaiming a 
section of Horace Greeley Road. With 
another half dozen sections yet to be done, 
this road will be ready for a complete 
asphalt overlay. 


The Road Surface Maintenance Plan 
identified less then five miles requiring 
complete reclamation, but all our roads

require some attention beyond just asphalt 
overlays. 


Paving projects are funded with “State Block Grant” monies. The simple explanation is this 
comes from “state” gasoline tax subsidies sent back to cities and towns. This year, most available 
funds went into paving the “Zipper” sites however in addition, we paved a section of Caldwell 
Drive (to improve a drainage problem) and a section of Boston Post Road (“the dip”). 
Additionally we were able to repair a gravel parking lot ponding problem in the center of town. 


During the summer of 2005 two Engineering interns working for the Town of Amherst, were 
trained in the University of New Hampshire’s “Road Surface Management System” and 
evaluated each and every town road. With this information I formed a report, with 
recommendations, and in March presented it to the Board of Selectmen. The complete report is 
posted on the town webpage in the Public Works section for your review. This report 
recommended certain repairs, identified that road repair funding has not increased at the same 
rate as new road acceptance, and recommends additional funding to bring roads to an acceptable 
level of service. The 2007 Town Warrant includes such an article. 


Winter weather is always unpredictable, the end of this year being no exception. With the 
absence of snow, the crew was able to do a lot of brush cutting, ditching, and shoulder work. 


Baboosic Lake Septic 

Public Works assumed a greater role in organizing and overseeing the completion of Phase I. 
The team of myself, our Town Administrator, and Planning Director are working together to 
implement the management portion of Phase II. As of this writing, our consulting engineering 
company has almost finalized contract documents for bidding and technical specifications. 
Construction should start in the spring of 2007. This project continues to be funded by a 
combination of grants and bonds reimbursed by the users. You will find a request in the warrant 
to approve acceptance of grants and permission to bond Phase III. 


Transfer Station 

The Recycling and Waste Reduction Task Force has worked hard to promote the benefits of 
recycling, and the numbers are paying off. With the cost of trash disposal over seventy-three 
dollars per ton, anything diverted from the waste stream increases savings to the town. Glass was 
separated from commingles, which reduced our cost to dispose of commingles from forty dollars 
per ton to zero. Glass carries a disposal fee of only ten dollars per ton. This one action generated 
a savings of thirty dollars per ton. Mixed paper recycling has been added, giving recyclers one 
more way to recycle and generating additional savings. 


Two construction improvements were made 
this year, one as a result of needing a second 
demolition box. A supply of gravel/fill from 
a road construction project in the immediate 
area became available and this upgrade was 
a logical choice. The second project was 
“packer three”. Packer three had two 
problems; it blocked the traffic view for 
recyclers coming down the hill, and the 
concrete pad had tilted, causing water to 
collect under the container. This water 
provided a breeding place for mosquitoes 
during the spring and summer months and 
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froze the container into place during the winter months. Adding the retaining wall enabled the 
compactor and container to be moved back to where they originally resided. 


Even though Amherst’s population has increased in the last ten years, the only improvements to 
the Transfer Station in the same period are the projects described above. The proposed warrant 
article pays for renovations that will locate trash and recycling together, improve traffic flow, 
add lighting for night hours (when completed), eliminate climbing stairs to recycle, eliminate the 
current need to add another employee and enable residents to get in and out faster. Please support 
this year’s warrant article. 


Town Buildings 
Town Hall - some routine maintenance improvements included rain gutters on the front of the 
building and removal of granite raised beds in front of the building. 


Library - maintenance included replacing the circulating pumps for the heating system, and 
repairs to the roof. Complete replacement of the flat roof section will be in the immediate future. 


Central Fire Station - maintenance included removing bushes in front of the building, 
replacement of rotted front window shutters, replacement of rotted trim and clapboards. 
Unfortunately, we ran out of warm weather and had to postpone building painting until spring. 


Town Commons 

We’ve continued our program of aerating both the trees and sod grass along with judicious 
fertilizing. Again, the dedication Charles Duval gives to mowing the twelve plus acres of grass 
plus the spring and fall use of the Hillsborough County Community workers program helps keep 
our well used commons beautiful.

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AMHERST EMS 


The Amherst Department of Emergency Medical Services mission is to provide the 
highest quality, cost effective Basic and Advanced Life Support Emergency Medical 
Services, for the communities of Amherst and Mont Vernon. In addition to emergency 
medical transportation, the department has created the Amherst Academy of EMS. The 
Amherst Academy of EMS provides a variety of in-house Advanced Life Support and 
Basic Life Support EMS Education. During this past year the Academy held a formal 
EMT Training Program and graduated 16 students, including 7 members of the Amherst 
Fire Department. 


Director Brian Gleason manages Amherst EMS, the Amherst Academy of EMS and is a 
member of the Amherst Fire Department. As a member of the Amherst Fire 
Department, Director Gleason is responsible for providing “cross-training” opportunities 
for AFD members to become certified EMT’s. Amherst EMS is currently made up of 
approximately 18 EMT’s, 11 EMT-Intermediates, 9 Paramedics and 1 Paramedic 
Student. 


Our station is located on the lower level of Police Headquarters and is comprised of a 
complete living quarters, academic training center and vehicle storage facility. Our 
Paramedic Fleet includes two 2001 Ford F-350 4X4 Emergency Ambulances, a 2005 
Ford Explorer 4X4 Paramedic Response Vehicle donated by the Amherst Rescue Squad 
Association and a 2005 Ford Explorer 4X4 Directors Incident Command Vehicle which 
is equipped with Mass Causality Advanced Life Support EMS equipment and Fire 
Suppression protective gear. 


During 2005 - 2006, Amherst EMS responded to the needs of 713 patients. Amherst 
Police respond to all EMS calls as our 1 Responders and have equipped two police units 
with Automatic External Defibrillators and Oxygen supplies. Amherst Fire responds 
with Amherst EMS to all motor vehicle accidents, industrial accidents and responds on 
other medical calls as required to assist Amherst EMS. 


Amherst EMS cares for our community 24 hours a day, seven days a week. Each 
Amherst EMS member makes a major commitment to our community, spending on 
average, approximately 48-72 hours a month on our call department, ready to respond to 
any emergency. Amherst EMS crewmembers undergo regular training in all aspects of 
emergency medical treatment and are required to complete continuing education courses 
in order to meet state and national EMT licensing requirements.

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AMHERST FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Town continues to benefit by being served by a dedicated group of individuals that 
work together to protect their friends and neighbors and is a Department that is primarily 
made up of paid-on-call personnel. Not only does this group of individuals handle 
emergency response to fire, rescue and hazardous materials incidents in the community, 
in addition to their fulltime jobs, they also average two evenings per month for 
Department meetings and training, as well as additional time devoted to obtaining higher 
levels of certification, attending continuing education classes, and hosting community 
events such as breakfasts at the Central Fire Station. 


I am pleased to submit to you a summary of Fire Department activities for the year 2006. 
The information gives us a chance to look back at the previous year while also giving us 
information that allows us to plan for the future. In 2006 we experienced a dramatic 
increase of 30% in the number of incidents that we responded to versus the previous year. 
The most taxing period for the Fire Department in 2006 was our response to the flooding 
in May. We assisted numerous residents from their homes by way of our rescue boat, 
pumped many basements and committed Engine 5 to a multi-day pumping detail on 
Conifer Lane to try and minimize damage to those homes due to the rising water table. 


On October 11, 12 members of the Amherst Fire Department received a Unit Citation for 
their work in rescuing 3 individuals from the rain swollen Souhegan River on April 24, 
2005. The Unit Citation was presented by the NH Fire Service & Emergency Medical 
Services Committee of Merit at the 15th Annual Fire Service & Emergency Medical 
Services Awards & Recognition Presentation held at the Capital Center for the Arts in 
Concord. 


There are two significant accomplishments for us in 2006. The first was the complete 
refurbishment of Engine 5. This refurbishment will allow us to extend the life of the truck 
by an anticipated additional 5 years, as well as it became a safer truck for our personnel 
by replacing the original surface areas with slip-resistant surfaces, improved emergency 
and ground lighting, rebuilding of the fire pump and a host of other areas designed to 
strengthen and improve the ability of the truck to protect the community. 


The second accomplishment was the securing of a grant funded position through 
AmeriCorps to work on recruitment and retention of personnel. In November, Firefighter 
Brian Rondeau joined the Department as a representative of AmeriCorps and his duties 
are to work on the recruitment and retention of paid-on-call firefighters, as well as assist 
in fire prevention activities and respond to incidents. This grant funded position is a 40 
hour per week position for 11 months. 


Quick action on critical events is paramount in our response to many events. The 
Amherst Fire Department strives to provide for the community when responding to 
various incidents. In 2006 the Department responded to 544 incidents. This is more 
incidents than any previous year. For a comparison, we responded to 419 incidents in 
2005. 
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Emergency and non-emergency response is provided by our combination Department. 
The Department currently employees 2 fulltime and 40 paid-on-call personnel. 


I wish to thank the men and women of the Amherst Fire Department for their dedication, 
support and hard work. I am fortunate as a Fire Chief to have the quality of members that 
I have, dedicated to serving and protecting their community with pride. I also wish to 
thank my fellow department heads and the Board of Selectmen for their support.

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AMHERST EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


The purpose of Emergency Management is to prepare the Town for major emergencies, 
either natural or man-made, which occur on an occasional basis. 


In May the community experienced several days of heavy rain that resulted in extensive 
flooding. Many roads in Town were covered with water and numerous homes 
experienced flooding. The areas hardest hit were the homes and roads surrounding 
Baboosic Lake as well as the rising water table created a prolonged flooding situation on 
Conifer Lane. The flooding resulted in residents being displaced from 2 homes in 
Amherst. On May 31, 2006, President George W. Bush declared the State of New 
Hampshire eligible for a major disaster declaration. 


In the later half of this year the major Departments in Town came together and over the 
period of 3 months, with citizen input at the meetings, we completed the Town’s Hazard 
Mitigation Plan. We received assistance and guidance from the Nashua Regional 
Planning Commission who submitted the plan to FEMA for approval. This plan allows us 
to identify and plan for those projects that will help reduce the effects of natural and man- 
made major incidents that impact the community. 


We will continue to pursue programs that will allow us to better prepare our community 
for incidents that have a widespread or long term effect, and enhance our ability to 
respond to and minimize those effects.

Trustees Report for the Amherst Town Library 


Programs 


The Library continued to expand its offerings of programs for our patrons. With the 
arrival of our new head of Children’s Services, Jackie Hockett, we have started an 
outreach program that offers story times at the area preschools. In six months the staff 
visited seven schools once or twice a month and reached over 1400 pre-school students. 
We have revamped our program for elementary grade students with age-appropriate 
library lessons and activities. During the summer, we continue reaching out to the 
students with a summer reading program that attracted over 300 students who averaged 
over 10 hours of reading and listening. This September we began evening family 
programs which included story times, films, and parent-child book groups. 


For our high school patron, we began to offer program such as pet care, jewelry making, 
and magic 101. To help us better serve our teen age patrons, we formed a teen advisory 
board. We have seen a 13% increase in the circulation of materials in our teen collection. 
Our adult patrons have participated in diverse program offerings such as “How to use 
your digital camera”, “A visit with Teddy Roosevelt”, Book Club Networking Night, 
“Cooking with Oonagh”, and a very popular Sunday afternoon concert series. 


Collections and Reference Materials 


To improve the visibility and access to our collection of music CDs, we added new 
shelving for the CDs. We immediately saw a 30% increase in the circulation of the CDs. 
The Amherst Library joined a consortium of other libraries in the state to have access to 
downloadable audio books. This means that you can now download audio books 
including new releases to play back on digital devices (PCs, MP3 players), or copied on 
to a CD and play in your car (some books cannot be copied to a CD). Over 400 audio 
books were down loaded in the first three months of this service by our patrons. 

The Library also provides some new reference databases. For the Saturday auto 
mechanic, we have the “Auto Repair Reference Center” based on the Chilton’s Total Car 
Care Series. If you need to take a standardized exam (professional and academic), you 
should look at the “Learning Express” which has practice tests and test preparations. 
Additionally we acquired access through Newsbank to full-text articles from the Nashua 
Telegraph. 


The Landscaping 


The Amherst Garden Club, under the project leadership of Paula Schmida, completed a 
fantastic landscaping project for the area behind the Library including patio furniture. 
This completes a fund raising and volunteer work that began several years ago. The 
trustees thank the Garden Club, its contributors and the contributors to the Sue Blakeman 
Memorial Fund that helped purchase the furniture. In addition the Garden Club provides 
and maintains the beautiful flowers and shrubs around the front of the Library. 
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Our Staff, Volunteers and Contributors 


The Amherst Library enjoys the support of the community due to the dedication of its 
staff and director, Amy Lapointe. The numerous improvements and additions in the 
Library services reflect this dedication on the part of the staff, and the participation of the 
community in these programs shows your support as well. The Trustees gratefully 
acknowledge the contributions of the volunteers, the Friends of the Library, other 
community groups, and individuals who have generously given their time and financial 
support to the Library.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY TRUSTEES 2006 


RSA 289:2 Municipality to Provide 

Every municipality shall provide one or more suitable cemeteries for the interment of 
deceased persons within its boundaries, which shall be subject to such regulations as the 
municipality may establish. The operation and maintenance of all cemeteries owned and 
maintained by the municipality shall be in the charge of the Cemetery Trustees. 


The Amherst Cemetery Trustees, have hired a Landscape Architect, and are actively 
working to design and layout Forest View Cemetery, (Cemetery Fields) purchased in 1990. 
The plan includes a gentle property phasing from its existing contours to usable burial 
plots. Project funding includes the formality of a return trip to Superior Court for 
permission to expend excess interest from perpetual care funding. 


There are three active, one inactive, and one symbolic Town Cemeteries in Amherst as 
follows, 


Meadowview Cemetery Foundry Street, Active 
Cricket Corner Cemetery | Between Merrimack Road and Boston Post Rd, Active 
Chestnut Hill Cemetery Chestnut Hill Road @ New Boston town line Active 
Town Hall Cemetery 2 Main Street Inactive 
Paupers Cemetery Route 122 across from Stearns Road Inactive 


The Attorney General’s office division of Charitable Trusts has advised the Trustees 
moneys spent on Cemetery maintenance must be “appropriated” in the Town of Amherst’s 
operating budget. 


The Cemetery Sexton is appointed by the Trustees and is responsible for Cemetery 
maintenance. The Director of Public Works serves as Cemetery Sexton. 


Improvements were made to the grounds using fertilizer, lime, seed, and composted loam 
by DPW employees, and seasonal staff with assistance from the State of New Hampshire 
Hillsborough County Correctional crews. Some trees and shrubs were trimmed or removed 
from Meadowview, the roads were graded and shaped, and markers were repaired. We are 
fortunate to have their help. 


Some projects have been put on hold for a number of years due to insufficient manpower. 
We are attempting to address those concerns.

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Amherst Communications Infrastructure Committee 


The Board of Selectmen appointed the Amherst Communications Infrastructure 
Committee (CIC) on July 15, 2002. Since that time the committee has worked in five 
strategic areas: 


1. Communication Services for Residents: 


To promote successful relationships with high quality providers of competitive, 
secure, and reliable cable TV, internet, and wireless communications services to 
Amherst residents. 

2006 Results: Comcast has completed the takeover of Adelphia in Amherst. 
The committee is currently in discussions to renegotiate our contract for cable 
services with Comcast. This just coincidentally coincides with the takeover and 
has no real relationship with the takeover. A small number of residences that do 
not meet Comcast’s criteria for receiving service remain unserved, and the 
committee continues to work with Comcast to seek a resolution for these 
homes. Verizon has expanded its DSL offering to more locations in town and 
has added an additional switch to provide service from Walnut Hill, Horace 
Greeley and Chestnut Hill, but has not committed to universal coverage. 


2. Public, Educational, Government Access 


To enable local public access to the production of and broadcast of Amherst 
activities and meetings as well as other electronic “communities” that may 
develop in the future. 

2006 Results: Amherst Community Access Television has been established to 
coordinate public/education/government channels in town. ACTV channel 20 
has been established for public/government access. ACT V20 currently 
broadcasts live meetings of the selectmen, planning board, zoning board of 
adjustment, and the Amherst School Board. In addition, selectmen’s meetings 
are rebroadcast several times during the week. Programs of public interest are 
also broadcast several times during the day and airtime has been reserved for 
any member of the public that would like to produce and broadcast their own 
program. A community notice bulletin board also runs on ACTV20 whenever 
there is no other programming being broadcast. Any organization within the 
town is encouraged to make their public notices available on ACTV20. 


3. Support of Economic Growth 


To meet the needs of existing businesses and home offices, and to attract new 
businesses into Amherst by promoting successful relationships with high quality 
suppliers to provide a competitive, secure and reliable business class 
communications infrastructure both now and in the future. 

2006 Results: Business class internet service is available to all commercial and 
industrial areas of town. The remaining concern is for home based business 
usage in areas where cable broadband is either unavailable or unsuited to 
specific needs, and DSL is unavailable. 
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4. Support of the Selectmen 


To advise the Board of Selectmen on all regulatory, contractual, technological 
and competitive matters regarding the communications infrastructure of 
Amherst. 

2006 Results: The Adelphia cable franchise expired in July 2006 and an 
extension for 1 year was signed to allow for renegotiations. The committee is 
advising the Board of Selectmen in the renewal process. The committee has also 
crafted a proposed franchise agreement to replace the one currently in place. 
Negotiations are underway with Comcast. 


5. Forward Looking 


To continually evaluate new developments in communications technology and 
recommend options to the Selectmen for incorporation into our infrastructure. 
2006 Results: The committee is following with interest developments in high- 
speed wireless service, broadband over power lines, and the impact Verizon’s 
sale of its NH landlines to Fairpoint will have on expectations for deployment 
of fiber to the neighborhood/curb/home. - 


The CIC committee is actively recruiting volunteers to act as producers of public 
meetings (selectmen, planning, zoning board of adjustment, school board). The 
committee is also able to broadcast locally produced shows from citizens of 
Amherst. 


The committee website is accessible from the town home page, or directly at 
www.amherstnh.gov/communications. This web page contains program schedules 
for ACT V20, agendas for upcoming meetings, complete minutes of meetings, 
answers to Frequently Asked Questions, and other information. 


CIC meetings are usually held on the second Tuesday of the month at Town Hall. All 
CIC meetings are open to the public. Please consult the website for the meeting 


times, places, and agendas. 


Multiple openings exist on the committee for residents who are interested in participating 
in the process of defining and operating communications services in Amherst.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Amherst Conservation Commission manages town properties acquired by donation 
and town warrant, then set aside for conservation purposes. We make recommendations 
on dredge and fill applications to the State Wetlands Board, and on real estate 
developments to the town Planning Board and the ZBA. We attempt to maximize rural 
values in the community and to conserve wildlife, habitat and water quality. The ACC 
meets monthly on the second Sunday of the month at 7:00 PM in the Town Hall. The 
public is welcome. 


Planning: Many of our members assist with the Amherst Master Plan process. Gary Cole 
has begun assembling a Natural Resources Inventory of the town, a series of documents 
and data listing and analyzing the forests, wildlife, spaces, access, trails, etc. This 
information will be a key ingredient for the open space topic in the master plan. John 
Harvey and Rich Hart supply web sites for the master planning process. Anne Krantz is 
spearheading our Stormwater Phase II planning effort to reduce non-point pollution. 
Linda Kaiser serves on the Steering Committee. 


The selectmen approved Rich Hart as the new ACC representative on the Planning 
Board. He explains the ACC position as issues come up and finds he is able to help 
applicants with specific questions regarding their property and the overall process. 


Open Space Initiative: Our representatives to the Open Space Advisory Committee are 
charged with ensuring that acquisitions have proper conservation values and are 
negotiated with the best interests of the town at heart. The lack of acquisitions this year 
speak volumes to the development price pressures in the market today. 


Land Management: We continue to emphasize the need for well-thought and 
documented Water Resource Management Plans. Numerous applicants were required to 
modify their plans to ensure the integrity of certain critical wetland buffers. 


Jack Gleason and Jim Bowen have produced a thorough Meadow Management Plan for 
maintaining all our open fields to preserve the rural character of the town. 


Eagle Scout candidates brought new improvements this year. Josh Locke cleared, marked 
and mapped the trails in Pond Parish. He restored the overgrown and lost trail to the Bird 
Watching platform, a 1995 Eagle Project. He blazed the Highland trail yellow, and other 

trails orange. Taylor Huseman led a group to erect a kiosk at the Bi-Centennial trailhead 

at Dodge and Crockett Lane. 


Kudos: Read any good conservation articles in the town quarterly newsletter lately? 
Thanks to Meredith Borgioli for the communications. Rich Hart led summer canoe trips 
down the Souhegan River. Bill Wichman produced maps, rebuilt failing foundations, 
canoe port stairs, trail bridges, and much of the ‘infrastructure’ that serves to provide 
citizen access and enjoyment of our properties. Jack Gleason cuts invasive species 
autumn olive, bittersweet, barberry, multiflora rose and poison ivy that are overtaking our 
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fields. We thank all the leaders and volunteers who improved the town conservation 
lands for everyone. 


If you are interested in pursuing conservation values and projects in town, please attend 
our meetings, join an ACC Friends group, or consider offering your professional services 
as a commissioner by contacting the Town Selectmen for an interview.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Forest Fire Warden John DeSilva, the Amherst Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and 
frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact 
Forest Fire Warden John DeSilva at 673-1545 ext 201, or the Amherst Communications 
Center at 673-4900 to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside 
burning. Under State Law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside 
burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household 
waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the Amherst Fire Department or NHDES at 1- 
800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For 
more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, or 
online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was very high during the first several weeks of the 2006 fire season, with 
red-flag conditions issued by the National Weather Service and extreme fire danger in 
many sections of the state. The largest forest fire during this period occurred in late April 
and burned 98 acres. The extremely dry conditions in spring resulted in over twice the 
amount of acreage burned than in all of 2005. Our statewide system of fire lookout 
towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season 
due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface 
damaged 6 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org.

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AMHERST HERITAGE COMMISSION 


The Amherst Heritage Commission was established in 2002 for the purpose of properly 
recognizing, using, protecting, and preserving the historic and heritage resources of the 
town of Amherst that are valued for their historic, cultural, aesthetic or community 
significance within their natural, built or cultural environments. The Amherst Heritage 
Commission shall have advisory and review authority to: 

a. Survey and inventory all historic and cultural resources within the town, conduct 
research and publish finding, assist and advise Amherst boards and commissions in 
supporting issues which address cultural and historic resources, coordinate activities 
of local agencies and reviewing matters affecting cultural and historic resources 
town-wide 

b. Receive gifts of money and property, in the name of the Town, subject to Selectmen 
approval, and manage such gifts for its proper use 

c. Establish partnerships with individuals, schools, local businesses, Town boards and 
organizations who share like interests in the preservation and conservation of the 
town’s heritage resources 


Accomplishments and Project Updates During the Past Year (2006) 


a. Awarded a $260,000 federal grant from the Department of Transportation, 
Transportation Enhancement Program, with 25% matching funds from the Town for 
the Town Hall Landscape and Traffic Pattern project, Phase 2 and 3. 

b. Received a grant of $13,000.00 from the Bertha Rogers Trust Fund and $2,000.00 
from the Amherst Villagers Chapter of Questers for the Brick School Front Porch 
repair. Currently working with the Amherst School District School Board to finalize

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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION REPORT 


The Historic District Commission currently consists of five members and four alternates, all of 
whom are appointed by the Board of Selectmen. In addition, there is one ex-officio voting member 
each from the Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board. The Commission meets the third 
Thursday of every month and is charged by Ordinance with the responsibility of reviewing all 
applications for Certificates of Approval for exterior alterations to buildings and settings within the 
Historic District. In other words, anyone in the Historic District wishing to put in new windows, 
remove a tree, add on to their house, etc. would need to file an application to be approved by the 
Commission. 


Application forms are available on the web site www.amherstnh. gov or at the Town Hall. These 
and any supporting documentation are due in the Planning & Zoning Office by the close of business 
on the first Thursday of each month. This allows the agenda to be posted, placed on the Town web 
page, and for notification of abutters. Please check with the Planning & Zoning Office for the 
current fees. 


The Town Library has a comprehensive section of reference materials for all who are interested in 
learning more about historic buildings and their preservation and restoration. This includes: 
“Secretary of the Interior’s Standard’s for Rehabilitation — Guidelines for Rehabilitating Historic 
Buildings”, copies of the HDC Regulations (also available in the Zoning Office), and more. Many 
of these were purchased by The Villagers, a local chapter of Questers. The Historic District 
Commission encourages all homeowners to avail themselves of these excellent resources. 


This year the Commission has reviewed applications on renovating the front steps of the Town Hall 
and the construction of a new house in the Village among other things. The Commission continues 
to struggle to balance the desires of homeowners to expand or modify their residences versus the 
goal of maintaining the historic character of the village. The latest trend of renovating using 
historic materials is especially welcomed, but new materials or ideas will always be considered.

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OPEN SPACE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Open Space Advisory Committee was appointed by the selectmen to assist the Town 
in the implementation of the $5.5 million Open Space Bond appropriated by the voters at 
the 2005 Town Meeting. The committee is charged by the selectmen with: 


ip Reviewing parcels of land for conservation or recreation purposes; 

Selecting parcels with conservation or recreation potential for acquisition 

with the proceeds of the Open Space Bond; 

Negotiating purchase and sale agreements with landowners, and; 

4. Making a recommendations for acquisition of open space or recreation 
land to the selectmen. 
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The committee has developed a property selection criteria and is working on an 
acquisition policy to guide the process of identifying and purchasing open space and 
recreational land. During the past year the committee has investigated several parcels of 
land and discussed the possibility of acquisition with landowners. The committee works 
with the Amherst Conservation Commission, the Amherst Land Trust and the Recreation 
Committee to identify appropriate parcels of land to be considered for purchase by the 
town. 


In 2007, the committee anticipates bringing to the selectmen recommendations for the 
purchase of one or more parcels of land. The committee welcomes suggestions from 
townspeople for parcels of land within the Town that might be suitable for protection as 
open space or for utilization for recreational purposes.

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PEABODY MILL ENVIRONMENTAL CENTER 


The Peabody Mill Environmental Center has had an excellent year as a Town 
Department. The Department of Public Works has helped us wherever possible. 

Our Selectmen Liaison, Reed Panasiti, is an excellent addition to our board and has 
offered great new ideas for us to pursue. Sussy Rose Shields, our education director, 
spent many, many extra hours being sure our Hartshorn Camp and School Education 
Programs were all in order and in the fall we hired Vicki Lafloret to be the 
Director/Administrator of our programs at the Mill. 


Our biggest accomplishment however is the fact that the outside of our building is 
completely finished and paid for. This Volunteer Board raised about $275,000 through 
contributions and grants. No words can ever express the thanks the town 

should give Jim Bowen, a member of our advisory board, who as a volunteer has been 
the clerk of the works of this project. The time he has spent is unbelievable. We have 
low maintenance on this building as much as is possible and a wonderful metal roof has 
been installed. 


Our third phase is the inside of this Town owned Building. We are presently asking the 
citizens of Amherst to support a warrant article which will not cost the taxpayers any 
increase in property taxes. This article will use land use change tax fund money, which is 
money which is paid to the town when land is taken out current use and developed. We 
need this money, $225,000, to finish the inside of the building with heat, electrical 
wiring, insulation, interior doors and hardware, painting, plumbing and interior framing. 
Once we get this finished we will be able to have a spot for our environmental programs 
and the Town will finally have an excellent investment for present and future residents. 


Finally the citizens should recognize the work of the members of the present Advisory 
Board. This Board is divided into four committees and everyone takes part 

in both activities and fundraising. We are all proud of our quest to finish this 
environmental space that we all should use and we will always be part of the 
Conservation Commission in exploring our initiatives.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


This was a busy year for the Planning Board, with several large subdivision proposals, 
the Lowe’s development on Route 101A, and some sensitive areas of town slated for 
development. These hearings were necessarily undertaken over a long period of time, as 
the Board seeks to balance the rights of the land owners, the various regulatory 
requirements, and the best interests and concerns of the Town and abutters. 


There were some changes on the Planning Board this year, with George Infanti stepping 
into the Selectmen Representative’s seat in place of Marilyn Peterman. The Board of 
Selectmen also appointed Rich Hart to sit with the Planning Board as a representative of 
the ACC. Brian Dillon and Marilyn Peterman are newly appointed alternates to the 
Board. 


Based on an appropriation at last year’s Town meeting, the Board solicited proposals 
from and selected a consultant to assist the Town in writing a new Master Plan. The last 
full rewrite of the Master Plan occurred about 30 years ago, so it is past time to revisit 
this important issue. We look forward to working with the citizens of Amherst to craft a 
vision for the community and to guide the Town in developing appropriate zoning and 
other regulations. The Board was pleased to see the Town’s support financially for this 
effort, and hope that more will get involved in this important initiative as it moves 
forward throughout this year. 


Working with the Storm Water Committee, and the Department of Public Works, the 
Planning Board is in the process of adopting modern storm water regulations as mandated 


by the US Environmental Protection Agency. Thanks to all involved for their hard work. 


Lastly, I would like to take this opportunity to thank our Town staff and Board Members, 
without whose dedication and commitment we could not do our work.

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PLANNING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


The Planning and Zoning Department experienced a normal year even though the 
individual housing starts on single family lots were down dramatically. Individual single 
family two bedroom and elderly condominiums continued to be constructed with only a 
slight reduction. The difference was that there has been a significant increase in the 
amount of remodeling, additions, and alteration permits in the Town. 


Commercial activity has increased with opening of the Lowe’s complex that includes 
three restaurants, Staples, and a number of smaller shops at Meadowbrook Crossing. 
The Zoning Office provides support for the Planning Board, the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, and the Historic District Commission. 


The Planning Office continued to work with and assist the Department of Public Works 
with the next phase of the Baboosic Lake Community Septic System. 


The Planning and Zoning Office is available for record research, for individual 
homeowner construction planning, and for consultation with land developers for 
residential, commercial, and industrial development questions. The Building Inspector is 
available Tuesday thru Thursday at 8 AM to 9 AM for building plan review and 
scheduling inspections. All test pits and septic plans are inspected and reviewed by the 
Department. This includes residential and commercial — industrial facilities. 


A reminder to all citizens in Town that building permits are required for all construction 
in Town.

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AMHERST RECREATION 


The year 2005 brought changes to the Amherst Recreation Department. The fourteen- 
member Recreation Commission worked to uphold the Department’s mission and goals. 
Members of the Commission represent the community at large and strive to incorporate 
the community’s needs and interests into the over-all recreation program. 


As a way to better facilitate the tasks of the Commission and work closer with the 
community they organized into committees and committed to work with the Recreation 
Director in the following areas: 


An Executive Committee comprised of 6 members who meet monthly to review 
policy and the day to day operation of the Department and make 
recommendations to the Recreation Commission. 

An Administration Committee comprised of 3-4 members who meet monthly 
and recommend program policy/procedures to the Executive Committee and 
Recreation Commission. 

Facilities Committee comprised of 3-4 members who meet monthly and 
evaluate short and long term facility needs, assist in developing a Recreation 
Master Plan and make recommendations to the Executive Committee and

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RECYCLING AND WASTE REDUCTION TASK FORCE 
(Formerly, Solid Waste Task Force) 


Over the past year, the Task Force has been busy working with the Department of Public 
Works and the Board of Selectmen, to not only improve recycling, but also offer the 
Town a smaller, less costly version of the Transfer Station upgrade that was proposed last 
year. This upgrade is necessary to limit the growth of labor costs, increase our capacity 
for recycling and increase safety and convenience for our residents. 


The current upgrade proposal is smaller in scope and costs the Town 50% less than last 
year’s proposed design, but retains all the necessary features to make disposing of trash 
and recycling an easier, quicker and safer experience. In addition, this upgrade proposal 
eliminates the current need for additional employees at the Transfer Station. We urge 
you to support the Transfer Station Upgrade Warrant Article. 


Two significant initiatives have resulted in changes to the recycling area that saves the 
Town thousands of dollars each year. Recycling mixed paper, which started in 
September, 2006, has already saved the Town $2,576 in trash disposal costs and brought 
in revenue of $1,551 for a total savings of $4,127, in only 4 months. Separating the glass 
from commingles, which began in May, 2006, has already produced savings of $3,933 
for the Town.

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STORMWATER COMMITTEE REPORT 
Anne Krantz, Chair of Stormwater Committee 


Stormwater discharges are generated by runoff from land and impervious areas such as paved 
streets, parking lots, and building rooftops during rainfall and snow events. Often these 
discharges contain pollutants in quantities that could adversely affect water quality. Most 
stormwater discharges are considered point sources and require coverage by a National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) permit. The primary method to control stormwater 
discharges is through the use of best management practices (BMPs). 


There are six areas under the NPDES permit, each of which has different BMPs: Public 
Education-teaching all citizens about issues and their responsibilities in the process; Public 
Involvement-volunteers are always welcome!; Illicit Discharge-detection and elimination; 
Construction-site permits for stormwater and erosion control; Post-Construction-continuing 
maintenance for the life of a project; and Good Housekeeping-ensuring Town and other 
construction operations are using proper cleaning and maintenance procedures. 


The primary focus for the Committee during the fourth year of our first five-year EPA 
Stormwater Phase II permit was to meet the requirement of writing a regulation. The process of 
creating this complex legal document was done with input from Town Counsel, our Consulting 
Engineers-CLD, and the Committee. Currently, the final document is ready for the public 
hearings and should by available on-line in early spring. This new Regulation outlines required 
Best Management Practices, maintenance, inspections, penalties for non-compliance, etc. for 
construction and post-construction sites. We invite everyone to learn more about this important 
document which we hope will protect the Town and its water resources in the years to come. 


The Department of Public Works (DPW), who submits our annual report to the EPA, is working 
hard to comply with the Municipal Good Housekeeping BMPs mentioned above. For the past 
two summers, DPW interns have helped the Town reach our goals, especially those of public 
education and illicit discharges. One project they began during the summer of 2006 was to 
install storm drain signs the say “Only Rain Down the Drain”, to remind citizens not to pour 
anything else down into drains which go directly into streams and lakes. Please see the DPW 
report for more information on department activities. 


The Amherst Stormwater Committee web site features many articles of interest to homeowners, 
including how stormwater relates to floods, lawn care, gardening, pesticides, fertilizer, limited 
salt roads, washing cars, and pet waste.

Retiring Selectman Marilyn Peterman introduced the Board of Selectmen, Bruce Bowler, 
Jay Dinkel, Tom Grella, and George Infanti. Interim Town Administrator, Gary 
MacGuire introduced the department heads, Fire Chief John Desilva, Emergency Medical 
Services Director, Brian Gleason, Library Director Amy Lapointe, Recreation Director 
Nancy MacMillan, Public Works Director Bruce Berry, Zoning Administrator Charlie 
Tiedemann, and Tax Collector Gail Stout. 

The Ways and Means Committee was introduced by Linda Kaiser, Rick Crocker, Robin 
Warren, Neal Foley, Tedd Landon, Deirdre Rogusky, John Behn and John Lobsitz. 

Mrs. Peterman was honored for her 18 years of service to the town as a selectman. 
Moderator Schaumann explained the rules of SB2 empowering the meeting to discuss 
each article, maintain original wording, and place the article on the March 14" ballot or 
amend the dollar amount and place the amended article on the ballot. Guidelines for the 
meeting as proposed by the moderator were as follows: 

Voters would hold up a yellow card when the voted 

No amendment to an amendment was allowed 

Three minute speaking rule 

No voter would be allowed to speak until another voter had spoken once. 

Voter must state his or her address 

No new business would be transacted after 10:45 PM unless it was the will of the meeting

After each article a vote to restrict reconsideration will be requested.

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Article 2: (Baboosic Lake Bond) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of four hundred eighteen thousand five hundred dollars ($418,500) to construct 
Phase II and design Phase III of the Baboosic Lake Community Septic System, of which, 
one hundred eighty thousand dollars ($180,000) will be provided by a New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services Watershed Restoration Grant and sixty thousand 
($60,000), of which, is to be provided from the State of New Hampshire State Aid Grant 
and to authorize the issuance of bonds, bond anticipation notes or serial notes therefore of 
not more than one hundred seventy eight thousand five hundred dollars ($178,500) in

Selectman Jay Dinkel spoke to this Article. Payments would be made by the users who 
would be responsible to pay for the use of the system. There was no discussion. The 
Clerk was directed to place this Article on the ballot as written. Motion to restrict 
consideration passed. 


Article 3: (Increase Recycling Capacity and Improve Traffic Flow and Safety at 
the Transfer Station Bond) To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
three hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($350,000) to increase recycling capacity, and 
improve access, traffic flow and safety at the Amherst Transfer Station and to authorize 
the issuance of not more than three hundred fifty thousand dollars ($350,000) of bonds, 
bond anticipation notes, or serial notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest and other conditions of the bond, 
in their judgment thereon, and to further authorize the Selectmen to contract for and 
expend any State aid that may be available for this project. The authorization to borrow 
provided hereunder shall not lapse until five (5) years from the date of the passage of this 
article or take any other action relative thereto. This is a Special Article in accordance 
with RSA 32. 3/5 Ballot Vote Required. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.04. 


Selectman Bruce Bowler spoke to the Article. A slide presentation was shown by Steve 
Morgan. There was some discussion regarding placement of recycling bins and the hope 
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that this will increase recycling. The question was asked if there could be mandatory 
recycling and it was advised that there would have to be an Article proposing this. Mr. 
Morgan said that mandatory recycling could not be enforced now because there was not 
enough space to accommodate it. There was further discussion on traffic flow. 

It was voted to place on ballot as written. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 4: (Peabody Mill Environmental Center (PMEC)) To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) 

for the construction of an approximate fifty two hundred (5200) square foot building on 
the existing foundation, said structure to be established as a year round environmental, 
nature and teaching center. Said structure when completed shall house classrooms, 
meeting rooms and offices for use in accomplishing the mission of the Center, or take any 
other action relative thereto. This is a Special Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.19. 


Selectman Bowler introduced this Article. He said the building was partially completed 
and spoke about the redesign. Greg King made a presentation. After a short discussion 
the Article was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 5: (Operating Budget) To see if the Town will raise and appropriate as an 
operating budget, not including appropriations by special warrant articles and other 
appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the 
warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth herein, | 
totaling $ 8,496,448.08. Should this article be defeated, the operating budget shall be $ 
8,057,912.79 which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by 
previous action of the Town or by law, the governing body may hold one special 
meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised 
operating budget only. This article does not include any other appropriation. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.63. 


Selectman Peterman introduced this Article. There was a question regarding the docks at 
Baboosic Lake that failed to pass in a warrant article last year. She responded that the 
dock work needed to be done and there was not enough anticipated revenue to cover the 
cost so it was determined that it should go in the budget. The Article was placed on the 
ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 6: (Police Union) To see if the Town will vote to approve the cost items included 
in the Collective Bargaining Agreement (CBA) reached between the Selectmen and the 
American Federation of State, County & Municipal Employees Union (AFSCME) 
(Police Union) and further to raise and appropriate the sum of seventy three thousand 
eight hundred ninety dollars and fifty two cents $73,890.52 for the current fiscal year, 
such sum representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and 
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benefits over those of the appropriation at current staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal 
year. Upon approval of this Article, said additional costs are to be transferred to the 
general operating budget of the Police Department, or take any other action relative 
thereto. (In the years 2007 & 2008 the cost items reflected here will be included in the 
operating budget.)

Selectman George Infanti introduced this Article. There was no discussion and was 
placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 7: (Fire Department Command Vehicle Replacement) To see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty three thousand dollars ($33,000) for 
the purpose of purchasing and outfitting a four wheel drive SUV Command Vehicle to 
replace the current 1996 four wheel drive SUV for the Fire Department or take any action 
relative thereto. This is a Special Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee does not support this Article by a vote of 0 to 5.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.03. 


Selectman Marilyn Peterman proposed this Article. The Ways an Means Committee were 
of the opinion that it was not needed. Placed on ballot with no discussion as worded. 
Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 8: (Refurbish Fire Department Engine 5) To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of fifty five thousand dollars ($55,000) to be used to refurbish the 
Fire Department’s Engine 5 manufactured in 1991 or take any other action relative 
thereto. This is a Special Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.04. 


Selectman Tom Grella spoke to the Article. The vehicle had been purchased new in 1991. 
There was no further discussion. It was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration passed. 


Article 9: (DPW Truck Replacement) To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 


Board of Selectmen to enter into a five (5) year municipal lease agreement for the sum of 
one hundred sixty one thousand one hundred dollars ($161,100) for the purpose of 
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acquiring a fully equipped ten-wheeled dump truck for the Public Works Department and 
to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty two thousand two hundred dollars ($32,200) for 
the first years payment for that purpose or take any other action relative thereto. The 
lease agreement contains a clause which will allow the Town to invalidate the lease if the 
town meeting fails to approve this annual rental (escape clause). This is a Special Article 
in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen recommends (3-2) a yes vote. The Ways and Means Committee 
supports this Article by a vote of 3 to 2.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.02. 


Bruce Bowler presented this Article. Public Works Director Bruce Berry said it could 
haul twice as much at one time than the trucks they have now. After a short discussion 
regarding leasing rather than purchase, it was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to 
restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 10: (DPW Salt & Sand Storage Facility) To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of seventy one thousand dollars ($71,000) for the purpose of 
constructing a 65’ x 100’ Hercules Truss Arch building to include environmentally safe 
winter salt/sand storage, which should allow for the storage of most of a winter’s supply 
or take any other action relative thereto. This is a Special Article in accordance with 
RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.05. 


Selectman Bowler presented this Article. This shed would allow the salt to be undercover 
and they could purchase a full amount for the winter. There was no discussion. It was 
placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 11: (Selectmen’s Authority) To see whether, in accordance with RSA 80:80, 
(III), the Town will authorize the Selectmen to convey property received by tax deed on 
such conditions and terms as they, in their judgment, deem that justice may require, and 
that said authority, pursuant to RSA 80:80, (IV), shall continue in effect indefinitely until 
expressly rescinded, or take any other action relative thereto. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote.) 

This Article does not have a tax impact. 


Selectman Jay Dinkel spoke to the Article. There was no discussion. It was placed on 
the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 12: (Summer Street Town Boundary Relocation) To see whether the Town 
will vote, pursuant to RSA 51:9, to adopt the Town boundary line change authorized by 
the passage of the New Hampshire General Court of HB 1248, at the 2006 session, which 
Town boundary line change will reflect the inclusion in the Town of Milford of certain 
lots and area on Summer Street which, heretofore, had been part of the Town of Amherst, 
and incorrectly assumed to be within the Town of Milford, or take any other action 
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relative thereto. Pursuant to NH law this article requires a favorable 2/3™ supermajority 
for passage. A corresponding article is being voted upon by the Town of Milford. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 

This Article does not have a tax impact. 


Selectman Jay Dinkel spoke to this Article. There was no discussion. It was placed on 
the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 13: (Information Technology Equipment Replacement Fund) To see if the 
Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for 
the purpose of purchase of major computer system components, and/or critical software 
updates for all Town Departments, and to raise and appropriate the sum of seven 
thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500) to be placed into this fund, and to further appoint 
the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend from this Fund or take any other action 
relative thereto. This is a Special Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee does not support this Article by a vote of 0 TO 7.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.01. 


Selectman Jay Dinkel presented this Article. Ways and Means Committee said that more 
planning needed to be done. This Article was placed on ballot as worded. Motion to 
restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 14: (Master Plan Funding) To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of funding revisions and 
rewrites to the Town of Amherst Master Plan, said Plan having been last rewritten in 
1998 and to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty five thousand dollars ($25,000) to be 
placed into this fund for the purpose of hiring outside consultants to rewrite and or assist 
in the rewriting of said plan, and to further appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to 
expend from this Fund or take any other action relative thereto. This is a Special Article 
in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.02. 


Selectman Marilyn Peterman spoke to this Article. Ways and Means said this plan would 
assist in town planning in the future. Gordon Leedy stated that the last time there was an 
update of the demographics was in 1998. The Nashua Regional Planning Commission 
would assist in this work. There was some discussion. It was placed on the ballot as 
worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 15: (Forestview Cemetery Design/Layout (Formerly Cemetery Fields)) To 
see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1 for the purpose of designing and laying out Forestview Cemetery as a 
Municipal Cemetery and as appropriate hiring architects or other professionals to assist in 
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this design and layout, and to raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen thousand dollars

Selectman Tom Grella presented this Article. There was little discussion. It was placed 
on ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 16: (New Police Officer) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty eight thousand four hundred forty six dollars and sixteen cents 
$28,446.16 for the purpose of hiring an additional full time police officer, and to further 
authorize the Selectmen, upon approval of this Article, to insert it into this year’s and 
future years budget as an annual expenditure, or take any other action relative thereto.

Article 19: (Discontinue Radio Conversion Capital Reserve Fund) To see if the 
Town will vote to discontinue the Radio Conversion Capital Reserve Fund created in 
2000 and appropriate up to forty thousand nine hundred fifty eight dollars and fifty nine 
cents ($40,958.59) into a newly established Communications Center Capital Reserve 
Fund, said funds represent the balance of the Radio Conversion Fund with accumulated 
interest to date of withdrawal, and to transfer the balance to the newly established 
Communications Center Capital Reserve Fund. (Majority Vote Required) This is a 
Special Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 5 to 0.) 

This Article has no tax impact. 


Selectman Grella spoke to this Article which would enhance future communications 
according to Ways and Means. It was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration passed. 


Article 20: (Communications Center Capital Reserve Fund) To see if the Town will 
vote to establish a Communications Center Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1 for the purpose of purchasing new and/or replacement communications 
equipment and appropriate up to forty thousand nine hundred fifty eight dollars and fifty 
nine cents ($40,958.59) into the newly established Communications Center Capital 
Reserve Fund, said funds represent the balance of the Radio Conversion Capital Reserve 
Fund with accumulated interest to date of withdrawal. Further, to name the Board of 
Selectmen as agents to expend from said fund in accordance with RSA 35:15 II. This is a 
Special Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 5 to 0.) 

This Article has no tax impact. 


Selectman Tom Grella presented this Article. An amendment passed that deleted the 
dollar amount ($40,958.59) or such other balance that is in the fund and inserted 
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$67,958.59. The amendment passed. It was placed on the ballot as amended. Motion to 
restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 21: (Establishment of Revolving Fund for Public Safety Services) To see if 
the Town will vote to establish a Public Safety Services Revolving Fund pursuant to RSA 
31:95-h. The money received from fees and charges for public safety services (e.g.: 
special events, highway construction, outside details et.al.) shall be allowed to 
accumulate from year to year, and shall not be considered to be part of the Town’s 
general fund unreserved fund balance. The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all 
monies in the fund, and shall pay out the same only upon order of the Board of Selectmen 
(no further town meeting approval is required). These funds may only be expended for 
public safety purposes as stated in RSA 31:95-h, and no expenditure shall be made in 
such a way as to require the expenditure of other town funds which have not been 
appropriated for that purpose. This is a Special Article in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 

This Article has no tax impact. 


This Article was presented by Selectman George Infanti. There was no discussion. It 
was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 22: (Authority to Lease) To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to lease, in accordance with RSA 41:11-a and on such conditions and terms 
that they deem appropriate a certain portion of town owned property at the Amherst 
Public Safety Center, said property more properly described as a portion of Tax Map 6 
and Tax Lot 94, for the limited purpose of construction of a telecommunications tower, 
which will also provide antenna space for Amherst Emergency Services and further 
provide enhanced and more reliable communication to the aforementioned services, or 
take any other action relative thereto. . 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 

This Article has no tax impact. 


This Article was presented by Selectman Bruce Bowler. Ways and means said that there 
could be considerable savings. It was placed on the ballot as written. Motion to restrict 
reconsideration passed. 


Article 23: (Elderly and Blind Exemption) To see if the Town will vote to modify the 
elderly and blind exemptions from property tax in the Town of Amherst, based on 
assessed value, for qualified taxpayers to be as follows: For a person 65 years of age up 
to 74 years, $88,000 (formerly $62,000); for a person 75 years of age up to 79 years, 
$132,000 (formerly $93,000); for a person 80 years old or older, $176,000 (formerly 
$124,000) and for a blind person of any age $43,000 (formerly $30,000). To qualify a 
person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least five (5) years, own the real 
estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by such person’s spouse, they 
must have been married for at least five (5) years. In addition, the taxpayer must, for the 
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elderly exemption only, have a net income of not more than $36,760 or, if married, a 
combined net income of less than $52,000 and own net assets not in excess of $150,000 
excluding the value of the person’s residence. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee supports this Article by a vote of 5 to 0.) 

This Article has no tax impact. 


Selectman Marilyn Peterman spoke to the Article. There was no discussion. It was 
placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 24: (Veterans’ Tax Credit — Board of Selectmen’s Proposal) In the event that 
Article 25, which seeks to adopt the optional veterans tax credit in the amount of $500 
fails, shall the Town vote to expand the Veterans’ Tax Credit from $150.00 to $300.00 
per year in accordance with RSA 72:28. The Board of Selectmen supports this Article. 
The Ways and Means Committee does not support this Article. This is a Special Article 
in accordance with RSA 32. 

(The Board of Selectmen unanimously recommends a yes vote. The Ways and Means 
Committee does not support this Article by a vote of 1 to 4 with I abstention.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.06. 


Selectman Peterman also spoke to the Article. Ways and Means said that in a mixed vote 
they did not favor because of the high tax impact. Mrs. Peterman indicated that the 
money not received will be shifted to other tax payers in the community. An amendment 
passed deleting ‘In the event that Article 25, which seeks to adopt the optional veterans 
tax credit in the amount of $500 fails,’ This Article was placed on the ballot as amended. 
Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 25: (Veterans Tax Credit — By Petition) Shall the Town of Amherst adopt the 
optional veterans’ tax credit in the amount of $500 in accordance with the provisions of 
RSA 72:28 II? The optional veterans’ tax credit in the amount of $500 shall replace the 
standard veterans’ tax credit in its entirety and shall not be in addition thereto. This is a 
Petitioned Warrant Article. 

(The Board of Selectmen recommends (3-2) a yes vote. The Ways and Means Committee 
does not support this Article by a vote of 1 to 4 with 1 abstention.) 

This Article has a tax impact of $0.13. 


Calvin Wood, the petitioner, presented this Article. He felt the veterans deserved the 
higher tax credit. After some discussion it was placed on the ballot as worded. Motion to 
restrict reconsideration passed. 


Article 26: (Christmas Tree Lighting Ceremony — By Petition) Whereas the Framers 
intended that the First Amendment to the Constitution of the United States would prohibit 
the establishment of religion by Congress while not prohibiting any mention of religion 
or religious traditions in civic dialog, shall the Town of Amherst — (1) Permit the use of 
the symbols and traditions of Christmas; and (2) Acknowledge that the illuminated and 
decorated evergreen tree displayed on the town Green during the Christmas season be 
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referred to as a Christmas Tree and the event which in recent years has been known as the 
“Tree Lighting Ceremony” be referred to as the “Christmas Tree Lighting Ceremony”. 
(The Board of Selectmen does not support this Article by a vote of 4 to 1.) This Article 
has no tax impact. 


The petitioner, Mark Vincent presented this Article. Town Counsel Bill Drescher said 
that this would not be a binding article. Ray Smith motioned to amend the Article as 
follows: Whereas the Framers intended that the First Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States would prohibit the establishment of religion by Congress while not 
prohibiting any mention of religion or religious tradition in civic dialog, shall the Town 
of Amherst hereby affirm said First Amendment to the Constitution of the United States. 
There was no more discussion on the amendment. It was voted to place on ballot as 
amended. Vote to restrict reconsideration passed. 

The Board of Selectmen later voted to support this Article as amended by a vote of 4 to 
0. 


Article 27: (Rescind Domestic Animal Ordinance — By Petition) We the undersigned 
citizens of Amherst wish to preserve and promote the rural character and historic charm 
of our Town. The Amherst Master Plan calls for the rural character of the town to be 
maintained. Towards this mandate, we request that the Wilkins Pond Geese have the 
right to public roads, conservation land and other property with owner’s consent. We 
suggest that the Ordinance recently passed by the Board of Selectmen is not in the 
Town’s best interest and should be rescinded immediately. 

(The Board of Selectmen does not support this Article by a vote of 5 to 0.) 


Linda Kaiser, the petitioner introduced this Article. She motioned to amend the Article 
by deleting the last sentence and adding ‘we recommend that the ordinance recently 
passed by the Board of selectmen be rescinded or modified.’ 

A vote on the amendment passed. A motion was made to delete the second and third 
sentences. There was no discussion. The Article was placed on the ballot as amended. 
Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 

The Board of Selectmen later voted to support this Article by a vote of 4 to 0. 


Article 28: (Dropping of Olson Fines and Fees — By Petition) To see ifthe Town 
will vote that all fines and fees and interest penalties, including attorney fees imposed on 
the Olson’s for any violations, brought against the Olson’s by the Town of Amherst on 
matters relating to a long-standing dispute between the Olson’s and the Amherst School 
District be dropped without prejudice with the result of no monies having to be paid by 
the Olson’s to either the Town of Amherst, NH or the Amherst School Board or Amherst 
School District. 

(The Board of Selectmen does not support this Article. The Ways and Means Committee 
supports this Article by a vote of 6 to 0 with 1 abstention.) 


The petitioner. Dennis Olson spoke to this article. Selectman Infanti motioned to amend 


the Article by inserting the words ‘be reviewed’ after the word District and delete the 
remainder of the wording in the Article. Mr. Olson agreed on the amendment. The 
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motion was made to change the title of the Article to delete ‘Dropping’ and insert 
‘Review.’ After some discussion, the Article was placed on the ballot as amended. 
Motion to restrict reconsideration passed. 

Later the Board of Selectmen voted to support this Article by a vote of 4 to 0 as amended. 
The Ways and Means Committee supported this Article as amended by a vote of 7 to 0. 


Article 29: (Closing Article) To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting. 


There was no further business introduced. The meeting was adjourned at 11:56PM
